CHARLOTTE HISSE AM) BLUE BLACK.

De*r P.— I have seen in your valuable and interesting paper an account of the 
Columbia (S. C ) races, in which was described the race between CkirlotU /{urn 
and Ultre Black ; but that description was like the handle of a jug. ail on one 
aide: for the writer was careful lo paint in the most brilliant colors (lie triumph 
of the mare, without allusion to the accident that happened to Blue Black, (or the 
“ Georgia crack," as he was called,) but for which accident lie would have proved 
himself iha “Georgia erdek " indeed. 

Suffering under the misfortune of having his ankle slipped out of place in the 
race, it was not to be supposed he could have contended with any success. You 
oould have heard his ankle crack as lie walked after the r ice, at the distance of ;.i 
least 50 yards, and it was with the greatest difficulty that 1 could get him home 
It is my positive opinion that he gave way in the first half mile of tiie race. I 
believe that 1, or any one who knew the poweis of Blue Black, w,.uld c.iei rfully 
go a thousand miles to see any horse, mare, or gelding in creation that could 
Leal B. B. 10 yatds in 3 miles, when his legs were sound, and he m good condi¬ 
tion. It is true, uudar these circumstances, that Charlotte Russc bcui But- Block, 
but that does not prove her the better nag, nor will I believe that she, or any of 
tba Carolina “ cracks,” are better horses than lie, until they run 2 mile heats in 
3.16 each heat, under a pull. This it is well known B. B. l.as done. I hav<- no 
doubt if his leg had not failed, he would have made the race in better time by lour 
seconds than ever was made over that course It will be perceived by the above 
statement of facts, that the writer to whom I have referred, though he has given 
a beautiful and spirited description of the race, has done injustice to my horse in 
failing to mention the fact, that lie let down w lulsl running ; and I am the more 
surprised at this, as it was known at the time by fifty or a hundred persons of 
those present mast interested in the sport. 

The fact of being beat by as fine a nag as Charlotte Russe. I do not mind; but 
all that I require for myself and horse is justice. Blue Black's defeat, however, 
cost the Carolinians dear in the long run; for, taking courage at their success 
against the “ Georgia crack," they bet high on the ‘J mile day over the Lafayette 
Course, at this place, on the Carolina mg (Kitty Hetli), against Turnbull, win. 
beat her with ease; and here let it be remembered, that Turnbull was B. B.'s 
compe.-itor in a match, 2 mile heats, for SIOOO aside, a short time before, and w..s 
beaten by him with perfect case (time each beat, 3:10) ; but ilie respectable run 
that Turnbull made in tins fine race gave me confidence in the horse, and I was 
therefore among the fortunate who ha-ked him against Kitty, an I wusco.se- 
quently a sharer in the spoils. But the result of tins race a liordcd me more plea¬ 
sure from the fact, that it served to defend the cause of Blue Black ill .11 from ad 
other considerations. 

There is another circumstance to which I will allude. The writer to wiion. I 
have referred speaks of the magnanimity of Col. Hampton (and justly too), in 
trotting his horses through the |>oles on the Columbia Course, to enable Ins ,, m . 
petitors to save their distance. But the generous Colon, I ha I no opportum y at 
our last races, of exercising such magnanimity, tor l.e won but one Jock, y C ub 
Purse, and though that race was nut very closely contested, there was no urn. 
for trotting.
